If there had been no danger of 
the Lord’s people becoming un- 
settled and wavering surely Paul 
would not have given so much 
good advice and so many warn- 
ings, and placed so many danger 
signals along the way. While 
Moses was in the lead in the 
church in the wilderness vacilla- 
tion was one of the greatest hin- 
drances to good government 
and the movement of the Israel- 
ites toward their promised 
Canaan. 

Sometimes this vast throng of 
travelers were in good humor 
with Moses and the laws, and at 
other times many of them would 
begin to vacilate and do things 
contrary to God’s command. 
This would often continue until 
some awful plague or trouble of 
some kind came upon them 
which caused them to humble 
themselves before God and re- 
pent. Ancient history is full of 
accounts of insurrections, re- 
bellions, changing of their minds 
and breaking over the plans God 
had given them. 


There is a tendency in the 
hearts of many people even unto 
this day to rebel against the 
right. Among the many rebels 
in the camp of Israel in Moses’ 
day was Zimri a prince of the 
tribe of Simeon. He was out- 
spoken against Moses and braz- 
en enough to boldly and openly 
commit the grossest crimes. He 
declared himself free from the 
bondage of the law and boldly 
acknowledged he had sacrificed 
to other gods contrary to God’s 
orders through Moses and he 
was going to continue to do so 
if he wanted to. 


But this boastful selfwilled 
man soon came to an end.

While looking over a publi- 
cation not very long ago, I no- 
ticed an article which contained 


a question “If the Church of God 


is the exclusive (church) or 
body of Christ, Why did the 
Lord send the latter rain first 
on the out side of His body?” 
In order to answer this ques- 
tion we will look at a few ex 
amples of reason. An architect 
decides to build or construct a 
building. The first thing he does 
is to get the plan or blue print 
ready. We see him as he begins 
to make a picture or drawing of 
the building with all of the doors 
and windows, the posts and _ pil- 
lars, all the rooms, the closets, 
the halls, the wires for the lights, 
and the telephone lines, every- 
thing outlined, in its proper 
place. 
He gives the plan or blue print 
to the planer and he gets the 
material ready, just as the plan 
is given. Then the lumber is 
hauled to the place where the 
building is to be constructed. 
The material is not the build- 
ing, it only belongs to the build- 
ing and must be put together in 
perfect order before it can be a 
building. The carpenters begin 
to construct the building. (They 
must be qualified men to do 
the work of setting the ma- 
‘erial in its proper place or 
it will not be a_ perfect

every man, and teaching every 





house or building, as outlined by

‘the architect.) They first lay 
the foundation, level it, then 
raise the walls, then the rafters, 
put on the weather boarding and 
the roof. Now they are ready for 
the doors and windows. They 
look around for them but do not 
see them anywhere. Some one 
‘learns that they are not yet sent 
lout. They are good doors and 
windows but they are not in the 
building yet; they belong to the 
'building but they have not been 
set in the building; they are 
members of that same building 
but they are not in the building; 
they must have some one to 
set them in the building before 
they can be in it and if they are 
left out to be exposed to bad 
weather it will not be long till 
they will be so badly damaged 
that they could not be put into 
the building at all or if they 
were placed there, they would 
do the building no good, they 
would only damage it. They will 
either have to be worked over or 
get new material entirely. 

Now the building is finished,ev- 
vy thing properly placed togeth- 
er, the doors and windows in- 
cluded, it nicely painted, a beau- 
tiful building, a good construc- 
tion, good enough for any budy 
to live in, Hallelujah! All the ma- 
terial had to be made ready be- 
fore it could be put niko the 
juilding, then the carpenters 
could set the different parts of 
the building into their places. 

How would the building look 
constructed with raw material, 
shaped up, take the jack planes 
and dress the lumber, pannel the 
doors, and put in the window 
aghts? It would not look very 
good, I do not suppose that any- 
one would like to live in that 
uouse unless it is some one who 
does not care how things go. 

This has already answered the 
question clearly to the minds of 
all honest people without any 
further comments on it. 

“Jesus (the great architect) 
says, “Upon this rock I will build 
my church.” (Matt. 16:18.) That 
shows plainly that His church 
was not built at that time. Why 
not? Because the material was 
not ready for the building. It 
would not do to put the raw ma- 
-erial into the building and then 
begin to get it out and make it 
ready for the building, 1t would 
not fit, you could not put it in 
its proper place, it might be too 
long or too short, so to construct 
a house, the material must be 
prepared first—This is why the 
Lord sent the latter rain on the 
material before He did the build- 
ing. 

We see lots of good material 
(doors and windows) not yet in 
the building. They should be in 
che building but no one has put 
them into the building (Gods 
church) and some of them are 
left out and exposed to the bad 
weather (fake teachers and doc- 
trines) until some will have to be 
worked over before they will do 
to go into the building, and some 
have been out in the weather so 
long until they can’t be used at 
all. It is lost material. At one 
time it was just as good as any 
material we have but it was left 
out of the building tuv jong. It 
was alright at first and could 
have been used in the building. 

Jesus is the architect but who 
are the carpenters? “And God 
hath set some in the church, 
first apostles, secondarily proph- 
ets, thirdly teachers, after that 
miracles, then gifts of healings, 
helps, governments, diversities 
of tongues. (1 Cor. 12:28.) Some 
times the carpenters, not having 
the proper qualifications, make 
mistakes and put in some ma- 
terial that has been left out in 
the weather too long and has 
been badly damaged. Later it 
brings division, envy and strife 
and hasto be putout of the 
building. That requires mcre 
work to get other material to put 
into the building. And again the 
same carpenters sometimes put 
out good material as Diotrephes 
did. (3 John: 9.) The great ar- 
chitect finds these awful mis- 
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takes and the false carpenters 
or false teachers have to go ont 
and others take their places. 

“Now therefore ye are no 
more strangers and foreigners, 
but fellow-citizens with the 
saints, and of the household of 
God; And are built upon the 
foundation of the apostles and 
prophets, Jesus Christ Himself 
being the chief corner stone; In 
whom all the building fitly fram- 
ed together groweth unto an 
holy temple in the Lord: In 
whom ye also are builded to- 
gether for an habitation of God 
through the Spirit.” (Eph. 2:19- 
22.)
